OLDLEEBOVE 
STORY SPIKED 
BYCOMSTOCK 


DEAD OIL PROMOTER 
IS DEFENDED BY 
EX-GOVERNOR 


Detroit, May 17. (ZP)— Former 
Governor 
W illiam A. Comstock 
spoke out today, and 
broke 
a 
silence of five years concerning 
his relationship w ith Isaiah Lee- 
bove, wealthy oil man who was 
shot to death Saturday night as 
he sat in a hotel grill room 
at 
Clare, Mich. 
Comstock said he spoke "be­ 
cause of resentm ent over false ru­ 
m ors and impressions widely cir­ 
culated by political enemies when 
I was governor of Michigan." 
Proud Of Friendship 
. 
The form er governor denied 
th at Leebove, term ed the "mys­ 
tery m an" of the Comstock 
re­ 
gime, had ever asked a political 
favor or sought the release of any 
prisoner; th a t Leebove sought the 
Job of studying th e adm inistra­ 
tion of prisons, or th at there had 
ever been a tim e when he was not 
proud of Leebove’s friendship. 
Started W ith $10.80 
Comstock revealed th at it was 
in the Hotel Doherty in Clare— 
the hotel in which Leebove met 
his death— that he and Leebove 
first became business associates 
in 1929. At th at time, the former 
governor said, Leebove had but 
119.80, 
which 
Leebove 
subse­ 
quently ran into a fortune. Corn- 
stock was then a millionaire, but 
tost his fortune in the depression. 
Comstock 
said he and seven 
friends put up 11 OO each in the 
1929 deal to buy leases In the oil 
field. The leases were assigned to 
Leebove, Jack Livingston, who is 
Accused of firing th e shots 
th at 
hilled -Leebove, and 
Louis 
D. 
Oaks. T hat investm ent, Comstock 
asserted netted $156 
for 
each, 
$100 In the first dividend 
and 
$160 in par value stock and, he 
said, a t present the original in­ 
vestors have $1300 in debentures 
and $1800 in common stock for 
each $100 they put up. 
Exam ination May 20 
"Any man who can run $19.80 
Into millions in one of the most 
competitive 
businesses 
in 
the 
world cannot he a rascal and cer­ 
tainly he cannot he a fool," Com­ 
stock said. 
"In spite of all the insinuations 
m d 
renewed 
rum or-mongering 
since Leebove’s death, 
I 
know 
th at Lee was one of the most hon­ 
orable, ethical, kind and generous 
people in Michigan x x x.” 
Livingston demanded an exam­ 
ination when he was 
arraigned 
yesterday on a first degree m ur­ 
der charge. 
Exam ination date was set for 
May 26. 
The arraignm ent took place aft­ 
er attorneys provided "by certain 
oil interests" caught up with Lim­

Hungry Reliefers 
Occupy Cleveland 
Council Chambers 


Cleveland, May 17 (ZP)—Shabbily- 
dressed “reliefers" sat doggedly 
hour after hour today 
in 
Cleve­ 
land’s city council chamber, ap­ 
plauding exhortations for restora­ 
tion of full food orders and reading 
newspapers. 
Approximately 150, a 
tenth 
of 
them women, continued an organ* 
iced demonstration called last night 
by the W orkers Alliance, an organi­ 
zation of unemployed 
and 
WPA 
workers. 
No attem pt was made to disperse 
the group. 
Several policemen kept 
watch outside the chamber and a 
few more played cards and chatted 
in an adjoining room 
with 
on­ 
lookers. 
“We have a perfect right to be 
here," Ed F. Klung, a representa­ 
tive of a Mechanics Educational 
Society of America 
Union, 
told 
them. 
The demonstrators echoed 
approval. 
“This is our building. 
We paid 
with our own sweat the taxes that 
built it." 
Amid 
impromptu speeches 
by 
several of their leaders from coun­ 
cil seats in front of the chamber, 
they left their spectators’ positions 
in the court-like chamber and filed 
to a hallway for sandwiches and 
coffee. 
E. C. Greenfield, leader whom the 
sl-downers addressed as "brother," 
told 
the 
group 
“some 
unions" 
would buy food for their evening 
meal, but we "have to go into our 
organization funds for an emer­ 
gency lunch here." 
A small table soon appeared in 
the hall. 
Several women folded 
slices of various sandwich meats 
and cheese between white and rye 
bread, and passed out coffee. 
The 
demonstrators quickly clutched cof­ 
fee and the two sandwiches allotted 
to each and wound back into the 
chamber to eat.

Clarksdale, Miss., May 17 (TP) A 
tornado swept through south Coa­ 
homa and north Bolivar counties 
late today, leaving an estimated 25 
persons injured and causing dam­ 
age estimated at $100,000. 
Authorities said an early check 
indicated no lives had been lost. 
Most of the injured were negroes. 
Coming out of the northwest, the 
tornado cut a path IOO yards wide 
through the plantation village of 
Hlllhouse on the Coahoma-Bolivar 
line and then 
zig-zagged 
across 
northern Bolivar county, smashing 
residences and cabins on the Dixie 
and Tallyho plantations. 
Mrs. Martha Partee, wife of B. 
M. Partee, manager of Hlllhouse 
plantation, and Miss Julia Partee, 
her sister, were among the injured. 
Physicians said they would recover. 
The home of the Partees was 
levelled. 
Mrs. 
Partee and 
Miss 
Partee fled. They were Injured by 
flying timbers. 
The Dixie plantation, a project of 
the farm security administration, 
was swept from end to end by the 
twister. 
Houses and barns were 
demolished. 
Ten negroes on the 
plantation were injured. Physicians 
said all would survive. 
J. M. Burns, planter, said the 
property loss at Hlllhouse might 
reach $35,000. Several small struc­ 
tures on the 
Tallyho 
plantation 
were demolished. 


The plane was unreported since 
2 p. rn. P.S.T. yesterday. Search­ 
ers believed the ship crashed be­ 
fore reaching Daggett where it 
was to pick up the radio beam and 
proceed to Las Vegas.

The trio, who

made by bending a heavy iron bar 
in a jail window, are under sen­ 
tence with three others to die for 
the slaying last December 12 of 
Guard Captain J. Olin Sanders in 
a spectacular attempt 
to 
escape 
from the state penitentiary. 
The other three, held

penitentiary, 
a r e 
William 
B. 
Woods, 24, of Biloxi, Miss., who 
adm itted at the trial that he stab­ 
bed the guard; J. V. Blair, 27, of 
Sumter, and Roy Butties, 28, of 
Simpsonville. 
Sanders was stabbed to death 
in his office where he was held 
hostage by the prisoners who de­ 
manded an automobile in which 
to escape. They ignored Governor

froth the prison yard.

SUCHOW AREA 
NOW IN HANDS 
OF JAP ARMY 


CITY IS EXPECTED 
TO FALL WITHIN 
24 HOURS 


Shanghai, May 18 (Wednesday) 
(ZP)—Japanese infantrymen moved 
into position today to storm the 
walls 
of 
shell-battered 
Suchow, 
heart of newly-unlfled China’s re­ 
sistance to the Rising Sun Invasion. 
Two columns of 
Japanese 
in­ 
fantry were reported 
only 
five 
miles west and south of the strate­ 
gic railway junction, ready to ad­ 
vance as soon as 
artillery 
fire 
breached its defenses. 
From low mountains to the south­ 
west, big guns hammered walls of 
the besieged city which was the 
base of the Chinese army of 400,000 
defending the vital 
east 
central 
front. 
Casualties among Chinese troops 
crowding the city were believed to 
have been heavy. 
Japanese d e c l a r e d their air 
bombs, 
shells 
and 
tanks 
were 
pounding Chinese into a state of 
"pitiful confusion.’’ Japanese war­ 
planes were said to be machine- 
gunning fleeing Chinese, who broke 
up into small detachments to slip 
through Japanese units virtually 
encircling the area. 
Chinese were said to be retreat­ 
ing in complete disorder, and Japa­ 
nese commanders predicted fall of 
Suchow within 24 hours. 
From Chinese quarters, however, 
came assertions that the situation 
at Suchow was serious, but not 
critical, with Chinese columns tak­ 
ing positions against what 
were 
termed “raiding expeditions" against 
the Lunghai railroad west of Su- 
chow. 
But the fact that Japanese had 
raided the Lunghai was taken to 
mean they had almost within their 
grasp the Suchow area, 800 miles 
northwest of Shanghai, which has 
been their objective since the fall 
of Nanking, December 13.

Vandenberg Would 
Revamp Roosevelt 
Pump-Priming Plan 


Washington, May 17 (ZP)— The 
private power industry, Philip H. 
Gadsden said today, is ready to 
give "full cooperation” in expand­ 
ing plants and creating Jobs if the 
government 
will 
restore 
confi­ 
dence to utility investors. 
Gadsden, who is chairman of 
the committee of utility execu­ 
tives, testified before the senate 
appropriations committee in oppo­ 
sition to provisions of the admin­ 
istration’s 
$3,154,000,000 
relief 
and public works bill which, he 
said, 
would 
mean 
government 
duplication 
of 
private 
power 
facilities. 
Gadsden particularly criticized 
a provision under which, he said, 
municipalities could lease govern- 
inent-built power plants, repaying 
55 percent of their cost over a 
25-year period. 
He said this pro­ 
vision would be "tantam ount to a 
federal invitation to public agen­ 
cies to exceed 
their 
legal 
debt 
limits.” 
Prior to Gadsden’^ testimony, 
Senator 
Vandenberg’ 
(R-Mich.) 
offered a substitute for the admin­ 
istration relief bill. Scrapping the 
"pump priming” features of the 
administration measure, Vanden­ 
berg would allocate $2,160,000,- 
000 for relief during the entire 
fiscal year, compared with $1,250,- 
000,000 for the first seven months 
of the year, as provided in the ad­ 
ministration 
measure. 
O t h e r 
items 
in 
the 
Vandenberg 
bill 
would bring its total to $2,410,- 
000,000. 
Under it states would adminis­ 
ter relief funds and would be re­ 
quired to put up at least 25 per­ 
cent of relief expenditures. 
Saying his proposal would re­ 
store "home rule responsibility," 
Vandenberg told reporters it was 
"a thoroughly 
constructive 
pro­ 
gram ” which would give "a great 
deal more relief for less money.” 
Harry Hopkins, the WPA ad­ 
ministrator, 
however, 
asserted 
that Vandenberg’s proposal was 
"just another Republican meas­ 
ure.” 
"As such 
I 
assume it is no 
good,” 
Hopkins 
added. 
"That 
usually is a pretty good assump­ 
tion.” 


ALF M. LANDON

More Bodies Are Found 
in Wreckage of Fire 
Swept Building 


Atlanta, May 17 (£*)— 'The grim 
ruins of the 5-story Terminal ho­ 
tel yielded seven more bodies to­ 
day, bringing to 33 
the 
known 
death toll of a fire that swept the 
structure early yesterday. 
Firemen 
continued 
into 
the 
night the slow work of clearing 
away the tons of debris inside the 
gaunt walls that remained stand­ 
ing. Fire Chief O. J. Parker said 
he expected still more bodies to 
be recovered.

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LONDON SUBWAY 
TRAINS COLLIDE 


Six Killed and Over Forty 
Injured in Tunnel 
Underneath City 


London, May 17 (JP)—Six per­ 
sons were killed and more than 
40 Injured, many of them seri­ 
ously, today In a rear-end colli­ 
sion between two crowded subway 
trains. 
The disaster was the worst in 
the history of London’s "under­ 
ground” and caused a mad panic 
in the dark tunnel between the 
Charing Cross and 
Temple 
sta­ 
tions under the heart of the city. 
The two trains, 
both jammed 
with ofTice-bound workers, crash­ 
ed with a roar and threw masses 
of men and women into splinter­ 
ed wreckage. The rear car of the 
first train and the head car of the 
second telescoped. 
One of the hundreds of doctors 
and nurses mobilized at an emer­

The trapped passengers, believ­

cape through splintered windows. 
The leading train was almost at a 
standstill when the second train 
crashed into it. The lights were 
extinguished and the passengers 
struggled in the darkness. Wo­ 
men screamed. Men lit matches to 
find a way to safety. 
Trapped in Wreckage 
Four passengers were trapped 
more than

hours 
in

third class coaches until 40 fire­ 
men and policemen managed to 
free them. 
All others were compelled to 
remain in the cars until the pow­ 
er was cut off for fear they would 
touch the live third rail and be 
electrocuted.

of Michigan’s 72 state parks pre­ 
pared today to accommodate more 
than 10,000,000 persons In 
the 
vacation days of 1938. 
P. J. Hoffmaster, 
conservation 
director, said 
he 
expected 
the 
state’s newly Integrated 
tourist 
advertising program, plus 
alack 
working conditions in the M etro­ 
politan areas, would 
swell 
the 
number of parks visitors to a fig­ 
ure far ahead of last year’s 9,- 
800,000. 
He compared the present up-to- 
date park system, with 
40,362 
acres of recreational facilities, to 
the days of 1923 when Michigan 
realized it ’had som ething” when 
600.000 visitors were recorded in 
its few state-operated parks. 
Ju st Beginning 
Tourist and resort associations 
estim ated the tourist and resort 
industry 
earned 
revenues 
of 
$300,000,000 or more in 1937. 
Hoffm aster, looking to the fu­ 
ture, said he felt that Michigan 
even now has only "scratched the 
surface” of Its recreational 
re­ 
sources. 
His departm ent is ne­ 
gotiating to complete a park ex­ 
pansion program for which 
the 
1937 
legislature 
appropriated 
$286,000, with most of the money 
to go for enlargem ent of 
parks 
that serve the 
lower 
peninsula 
m etropolitan areas. 
The hot days of 1937 
found 
southern Michigan parka crowded 
with swimming, picnic and beach 
parties. 
There was a clam or for 
more space to invite 
more thou­ 
sands. 
H offm aster predicted that ulti­ 
mately Michigan 
would 
devote 
half of the acreage north of the 
Bay City-Muakegon line to public 
recreational facilities. 
The land, 
he predicted, would revert to state 
ownership through forced sale for 
tax delinquency, because that ap­ 
pears to be the field In which it 
would be most useful, It will be 
set aside for park, game refuge, 
and 
public 
hunting 
purposes, 
Hoffmaster said. 
Expanding Service 
Michigan already haa a 
cash 
investment of $3,700,000 In 
Its 
park system. 
This includes $2,- 
766.000 in lands, 
$772,600 
in 
buildings 
and 
improvements, 
$156,000 for equipment and $27,- 
700 for supplies. 
More thousands of dollars will 
be spent this summer, through di­ 
rect 
state 
expenditures 
and 
through WPA projects. The work 
will cover a inroad range of ex­ 
panding the areas 
for 
parking 
motorcars, for which there 
haa 
been a growing public dem and; 
additions to the thousands of pic­ 
nic tables now set aside for the 
”eating-out” fans, fire protection, 
and 
improvement 
of 
bathing 
beaches. 
While the state set out to im­ 
prove its park facilities, it’s citi­ 
zens prepared to offer better serv­ 
ice to visitors. 
Schools of 
in­ 
struction were planned in 
many 
sections by the resort associations 
and the state vocational education 
departm ent 
to 
train 
Michigan 
young men and women for 
em­ 
ployment in privately operated re­ 
sorts. 
The lessons will deal with 
such things as how to make a re­ 
sort so clean and 
inviting 
the 
visitor will want to come again, 
and will tell friends about its ad­ 
vantages; how to prepare the best 
meals on the greatest m argin of 
profit; the tricks of the trade in 
waiting on tables; efficient and 
economical management, and

dozen other phases. 
The resort associations prepared 
to keep a close check on the num­ 
bers of tourists responding to the

state-advertising 
program, 
that they m ight have a talking

The state has taken over the 
project of advertising the state as 
a whole, inserting advertisem ents 
in national circulated publications. 
It also, through a co-operative a r­

civil service bill did not expect

political spoilsmen. 
But now he

that Director Brownrigg means business.

government. 
In addition to the fact that 
the number employed and 
the 
salaries 
paid have skyrocketed upward, there is 
much 
of

hard-earned 
taxpayers’ 
money that la going the way of fat 
ex­ 
pense accounts. 
Director Brownrigg will do the 
politi­ 
cians a favor if he can reduce state 
ex­ 
penses before the fall 
campaign.

Figures Tell A Story 
A 
n n o u n c e m e n t of reductions in 
the 
assessed valuations of certain railroad 
properties in the Upper Peninsula reveal a 
not too encouraging picture of the trend 
of the times in this northern part of the 
state. 
The Wiaconsln and Michigan is granted 
a reduction in its assessment from 
$25,- 
000 to $20,000; the Manistique A Lake 
Superior, from $25,000 to $20,000; 
the 
Escanaba A Lake Superior, from 
$800,- 
000 to $500,000; Duluth, South Shore and 
Atlantic, from $3,600,000 to $3,300,000; 
Copper Range, from $150,000 to $125,- 
000; and Keweenaw Central, from $10,- 
900 to $5,000. 
These figures tell the story of the de­ 
cline of the lunmbering and mining 
in­ 
dustries of the Upper Peninsula. 
The Wisconsin and Michigan railway, 
which for some years enjoyed a lucrative 
traffic in forest products and some 
iron 
ore, has been granted permission by the 
I. C C. to suspend operations June I. 
The Manistique A Lake Superior 
for 
years served the needs of the lumbering 
industry around Seney and other points 
north of Manistique, and now most of its 
traffic is a little iron ore, which it re­ 
ceives from the D. S. S. A A. at S in g le ­ 
ton for transfer to the car ferry at Manis­ 
tique. 
The Escanaba A Lake Superior 
rail­ 
way, built by the late I. Stephenson com­ 
pany, Wisconsin and Michigan lumberman, 
to haul timber from his woods operations 
to the Wells mills, has seen its forest prod­ 
ucts business steadily dwindling, and last 
year the railroad received the added blow 
of the losd of its iron ore traffic as a re 
suit of the Milwaukee Road-North West 
em ore pooling arrangement. 
Other Upper Peninsula railroads have 
suffered similar experiences as a result 
of the curtailment of activity in the 
re­ 
gion's two leading industries. 
These hap­ 
penings are the reason why there is 
so 
much talk of 
the 
development 
of 
the 
recreational and other industrial activities 
to take up the slack.

Falls Monday, where he was one

froup that met Governor Frank E. Mur­ 
phy and other Democratic leaders enroute 
from 
Ironwood 
to 
Escanaba. 
Hurja, 
Asikainen, and Jacobson are all of Finnish 
extraction, as are a large number of vot­ 
ers of the twelfth district. Hurja in 
his 
two previous campaigns and, knowing that 
the congressman is a thorough-going New 
Dealer at a time when there have 
been 
many defections from the Roosevelt fol­ 
lowing, apparently believes in continuing 
his support. 
Asikainen, incidentally, was

Bourg-Madame, France, on the Spanish 
frontier (ZP)— The Spanish government’s 
single “ Lost Division,” 
hidden 
in 
the 
wastes of the Maladetta mountains, 
Is 
checking the insurgent 
northern 
army 
with a campaign of guerilla warfare. 
This 43rd division, cut off 
from 
the 
main government forces but still attack­ 
ing the enemy, has become a symbol 
of 
heroism to the Spanish republic 
and 
a 
thorn in the side of the insurgents. 
Its virtually impregnable defenses 
lie 
in the central mass of the Pyrenees 
on 
the France-Spanish frontier. 
The Maladetta — sometimes known in 
Spanish as “ Los Montes 
Malditos,” 
or 
“ Evil Mountains”-—have long cast a spell 
of superstition over the countryside. The 
tradition is that evil befalls him who en­ 
ters this forbidding wilderness. 
— HUMBLE BEGINNINGS— 
Defying superstition, the 43d 
division 
took refuge there as the insurgent troops 
swept around its positions from west to 
east, and has made the mountain a base 
for darting raids against the enemy rear, 
delaying the insurgent advance along the 
border into Catalonia and toward the sea. 
The “Lost Division,” 
recruited 
from 
the farming and mountaineering people of 
Upper Aragon province, began its career 
as one of the common-place government 
units which besieged the insurgent north­ 
eastern stronghold of Huesca in vain for 
the first year and a half of the civil war. 
When the Insurgents’ 1938 spring of­ 
fensive started rolling east, the 43d 
re­ 
treated steadily with the other 
govern­ 
ment forces, falling back 30 miles north­ 
east to Boltana, and then moving toward 
the French border, 20 
miles 
farther 
north. 
Early in April, the insurgent advance 
around Maladetta and into the Aran val­ 
ley of the mid-Pyrenees cut the 43d divi­ 
sion’s communications, and the command 
ordered a retreat across the mountain in­ 
to France. 
— WALL OF ICE HALTS MEN— 
There, the superstition 
of 
Maladetta 
played its part. 
Between Boltana and the border, near 
the frontier town of Bielsa on the 
west 
flank of the mountain, the division 
was 
blocked by a wall of ice 
between 
the 
ridges. 
Two men tried to hack a passage 
for the troops, but weary and trapped on 
a ledge, they fell to their deaths. 
Balked in the attempt 
to 
flee 
Into 
France, the division camped 
oil 
Mala­ 
detta, under the towering 
Aneto 
peak, 
10,000 feet high, greatest in the Pyrenees, 
scarred by glaciers, cliffs, 
lakes, 
swift 
streams and untracked pine forests. 
Some officers and men 
deserted 
to 
France, but Lieutenant Colonel Antonio 
Beltran assumed command and decided to 
resist the insurgents 
Swinging back toward Boltana, the divi­ 
sion took fortified positions in the rocks 
northeast of the town. 
The 
insurgent 
Galician army corps, holding all lines to 
the west and south, marched 
40 
miles 
northeast through the Aran valley to the 
frontier. 
— SUPPLIES HOLD OUT— 
The insurgent northern army was esti­ 
mated st 12,000 to 15,000 men, 
plenti­ 
fully supplied with war materials. 
The 
government division, originally 
number­ 
ing 4,000 was depleted and its supply Hues 
were cut 
Nevertheless, in mid-April, the division 
attacked. 
A squad of 80 niachlnegunuers 
sallied into the Aran valley and trapped 
two insurgent battalions in a pass below 
Violin, wrecking a force of 
2,000 
men. 
Other isolated raids followed. 
Tho insurgents replied with air raids 
on the division’s positions between Bol- 
taua and Bielsa, hut their troops were un­ 
able to pierce the mountain defenses im­ 
mediately for a frontal attack, and their 
march east was delayed by the threat to 
their rear, 
Late in April, the "Lost Division'' re­ 
stored communications by wireless 
with 
the government, and reported it still had 
enough supplies to last through May, 
The Barcelona war ministry 
awarded 
the Medal of Valor to Colonel Beltran, hie 
officers and mon. 
Eventually, when their aupplies are ex­ 
hausted, the men of the “l» s t Division” 
may retreat into Fra nee,disperse and filter 
back to their lands 
or die fighting with 
tho heroism of the legend that has grown 
up uround them.

When 
Atlas— who performs such feats

— J. P. Morgan 
and Go. must be randy for a bitter strug­ 
gle to retain its immenss power in 
the 
American business world. 
The statement 
Is sensational, yet the conclusion Is 
In­ 
escapable. 
The great house st the corner 
of Wall and Broad Is all but certain 
to 
have to fight, and, if It does, IU antagon­ 
ist will be the New Deal. 
In the psst, of course, 
Morgan's 
has 
participated in the long civil warfare be­ 
tween Business and 
Government. 
But 
now a single combat between 
Morgan's 
and the administration Is fast preparing. 
The stage is set. 
In the inner circles of 
Washington and Wall Street, there is ex­ 
cited and anxious anticipation. The strug­ 
gle should soon begin.

That Morgan’s will be cast as the chief 
villian of the play cannot 
be 
doubted. 
That the Morgan partners will be called

mitted by those who are planning it. 
It 
Is, to be sure, energetically denied 
that 
the New Deal is "out to get 
Morgan’s,” 
yet the very nature of the 
investigation 
and the results that are hoped from 
it 
make it Inevitable that Morgan’s will 
be 
tho principal sufferer. 
THE ENEMY* 
Moreover, if the administration doesn’t 
succumb to the temptation to try ”to get 
Morgan’s,” it will be more superhuman^ 
virtuous than it has in the past. 
The fact is that the great banking firm 
is regarded by the New

treme resistance of American business to 
New Deal policies. 
From the President 
down, the most powerful officials of the

SUSPICION*8 OCCASIONS 
The United Corporation’s 
sudden 
re­ 
fusal to register under the Holding Com­ 
pany Act after it had announced Its readi­ 
ness to do so was one 
recent 
Incident 
which stirred suspicion. 
Another was the 
refusal of Alfred P. Sloan 
of 
General 
Motors, Walter S. Gifford, of 
American 
Telephone and Telegraph, and Edward R. 
Stettlnius, Jr., of United States Steel, to 
sign the friendly statement 
on 
govern- 
ment-business cooperation in which John 
W. Hanes persuaded 
sixteen 
business 
leaders to join. 
Sloan, Ststtinlus and Gifford, the heads 
of the three largest industrial companies 
in the country, are all in close relations 
with Morgan’s.

Dealers inferred, rightly or wrongly, that 
their unanimous refusal must be traced to 
a tingle source.

will be called In question. 
At the same time, it Is not only in the 
anti-monopoly investigation that the com­ 
bat between Morgan’s sad the administra­ 
tion now threatens.

All these are tasks for the new 
international 
organization

President Roosevelt. It w'as called 
into being as a result of the

ed bv Myron C. Taylor, until re­ 
cently president of 
the 
United 
.States Steel Corporation. 
There is a trem endous task for 
this organization to do, and it is 
enormously w orth doing, not only 
because the hum ane conscience of 
the world demands that 
some­ 
thing be done, but because 
it 
is 
greatly in the interests of politi­ 
cal and economic stability that it 
should be done. And this column, 
at least, believes that the prob­ 
lem can be immensely ameliorat­ 
ed and that given a realistic ap­ 
proach, some constructive things 
can be done. 
•

So far there has been no sug­ 
gestion th a t this country increase 
tho quota of its immigrants, and 
considering our present economic 
conditions, it would be unwise to 
do so. 
But the conditions for entry un­ 
der the quota can be simplified. 
This can be achieved if in lieu of 
affidavits of support from 
rela­ 
tives— affidavits of friends 
will­ 
ing to assum e the financial 
re­ 
sponsibility, or of 
organizations 
willing to tak e th e same risk, are 
accepted. Or affidavits which will 
perm it th e refugees to bond them ­ 
selves. F or some of them are fully 
competent to do so. 
As far as this country is con­ 
cerned, thero will be no mass im­ 
m igration of refugees Those who 
e a te r come as individuals and are 
usually intellectuals, with special 
professional 
equipment. 
Their 
problem is to find work that will 
not dislodge native 
intellectual 
workers. In so far as they belong 
to th© free professions, this is a 
m a tte r 
of 
competition, 
with 
everything, at th© outset, to thoi^ 


disadvantage — particularly lan­ 
guage. 
B ut it is a mistake to 
believe 
th a t every new brain w orker dis­ 
lodges someone else. Many of the 
refugees from Vienna are unique, 
possessed of 
skills 
or 
special 
knowledges which 
this 
country 
needs and can use. 
There are, for instance, branch­ 
es of medical research that have 
been better explored 
in 
Vienna 
than anywhere elso in the W’orld; 
their explorers are now exiles, and 
will be an upset to any 
country 
that receives them. 
But it would seem 
th a t 
on© 
task as far as our own very limit­ 
ed 
immigration 
is 
concerned 
would be to distribute these 
in­ 
dividuals us widely 
as 
possible 
throughout the country. And that 
is an organizational task.

Burbank ( clearing 
the

Rockies, skimming over all th a t 
vast territory between, only

Civil Services Bring Headaches

Lansing, Mich— Returning? from 
his Upper 
Peninsula 
cam paign 
trip this week in high spirits, Gov. 
M urphy found a political head­ 
ache w aiting for him in Lansing. 
The civil service bomb had 
ex­ 
ploded prem aturely and the cap­ 
ital was full of people w ith the 
jitters. 
It has been no secret th at num ­ 
bers of the 17,000 
State 
em ­ 
ployes taking qualifying exam ina­ 
tions would fall to pass. 
How­ 
ever, everyone has carefully re­ 
frained from thinking, or talking, 
about th a t certainty in term s of 
actual figures. 
Most careful of 
all was W illiam Brownrigg, civil 
service director in whose hands 
is the secret as to 
who 
am ong 
those who already have taken the 
tests have failed to 
m ake 
the 
grads. 
The strategy was plain and log­ 
ical. 
The shakeup m ust come at 
the beginning of the new fiscal 
year, July I. 
It would be better 
for the m orale if no one had any 
definite idea as to w hat was going 
to happen until the moment it was 
ready to happen. 
The blow would 
fall suddenly. 
The newspapers, 
of course, would be full of the 
story for a few days and then it 
would be all over. 
But Mr. Brownrigg. who 
has 
been m aking a lot 
of 
speeches 
about civil service, made the mis­ 
take W ednesday of giving voice to 
some of the figures that have been 
running through his head. 
P rob­ 
ably he didn’t mean to do it, but 
it Is hard to keep talking 
and 
talking w ithout sometime saying 
th e things one is really thinking 
about. 
Brow nrigg told the League of 
W omen Voters in 
D etroit 
th a t 
from 2,500 to 
3,000 
employes 
probably will lose their jobs. L at­ 
e r he told newspaperm en 
th a t 
this was a very rough estim ate, 
th a t the figure m ight be 
much 
leas, or It m ight be more. He seem ­ 
ed to be trying to give the im ­ 
pression th a t he 
really 
didn’t 
know w hat he was talking about 
when he blade his speech. 
The 
fact rem ains th a t the civil service 
director usually does know w hat 
he Is talking about. 
State em ­ 
ployes in Lapsing are sure th at 
he knew. 
W ill Retake Honesty 
of Civil Service 
Gov. M urphy was 
not 
happy 
about th e incident. 
He proceeded 
to m ake it clear, however, th at 
regardless of how m any employes 
are in.' danger of 
losing 
their 
jobs, fhe honesty of civil service 
will not be com prom ised. 
The 
purpose of the qualifying exam in­ 
ations is to weed out incom petents 
and the Governor sticks to the po­ 
sition th a t this purpose m ust be 
accomplished. 
He 
is 
troubled 
about the heartaches it will bring 
to those who lose th eir positions, 
but is determ ined th at the law 
shall operate to the benefit of the 
5.000.000 residents of Michigan. 
The political effect of the civil 
service issue is a m atter of con- 
ecture in Lansing. 
If 3,000 State 
em ployes fall to pass the q u a i l ­ 
ing exam inations, civil service will 
have the active enm ity of these 
3.000, together w ith all their rela­ 
tives. 
It is probable, too, 
th a t 
they will be active political ene­ 
mies of F rank M urphy and 
his 
A dm inistration. 
They will be wel­ 
comed into the fold by the poli­ 
ticians of both parties who don't 
w ant to see the patronage system 
destroyed. 
Lansing also is wondering what 
will be the attitude of the Gov­ 
ern o r’s 
Republican 
opposition. 
Both form er Gov. Frank D. F itz­ 
gerald and H arry S. Toy have de­ 
clared them selves as friends 
of 
civil service. 
Fitzgerald, in fact, 
can lay claim to the present law 
as being in large m easure a prod­ 
uct of his own 
A dm inistration. 
H eretofore, when they have 
re­ 
ferred to civjl service in connec­ 
tion with the Murphy A dm inistra­ 
tion, it has been to suggest th at 
it would not be given a sincere 
trial. 
The whole record h asn ’t 
been w ritten yet, but every devel­ 
opm ent to date tends to 
refute 
chance that the Republicans will 
soft pedal the m erit system issue, 
w ith the hope that those who hate 
It m ost will help bring about the 
defeat of the Governor who forced 
it on them .

Hie appearance here was 
sponsored by the Knights of Col­ 
umbus of Manistique,

Fr. 
Reuse was introduced by A. J. 
Cayia, grand knight of the local 
K. of C. lodge. 
In his dlscusslohs of the subject 
of Communism, the speaker first 
stressed the fact that 
Commun­ 
ism ’s .strength lies in its Justifi­ 
able indictm ent of the evils 
of 
Capitalism, 
"The instability capitalism pro­ 
vides for the laboring class, the 
very fact that capitalism thrive* 
in greed gives Communism its ap­ 
peal," the speaker declared. 
Rev. Fr. Reuse, early in bls ad­ 
dress, declared that the American 
people have 
stopped 
thinking 
properly and have resorted to a 
mud-slinging, name-calling group. 
"Only 
by 
proper, reasonable 
thinking can we hope to elim inate 
the evile of capitalism, and make 
the democracy under which we I 
live fulfill the promises made by YI 
the men who drafted the D eclaral 
tion of Independence," the speak­ 
er emphasised. 
Communism, the 
speaker 
de­ 
clared, Is not the solution to the 
problem, however. 
"Communism must necessarily 
be Godless. 
Communism cannot 
thrive 
where religious freedom 
exists. Under 
Communism, 
the 
dictator la the supreme being. He 
has the right to strip the people of 
all of their personal liberties. Men 
and women m utt do what they are 
told, and go where they are told. 
There it no freedom of speech, no 
freedom of press, no freedom of 
assembly. 
"In Russia w e have a condition 
which w e can only call 'Commun­ 
istic capitalism.' It ie a fjjrm of 
government which permits the en­ 
slavem ent of m illions of persons 
under the control of * very em ail 
handful of leaders. Like our cap­ 
italistic system where the rich get 
richer and the poor remain poor, 
the 'higher-ups’ in the Commun­ 
ist government live off the fat of 
the land, w hile the m illions 
of 
subjects have sm all 
hope 
for 
much improvement of their cir­ 
cumstances. But unlike our demo­ 
cracy, the laboring claes In Rus­ 
sia have no means of public ex­ 
pression. 
They cannot organize, 
nor strike for better conditions."
